I an pleated to tend you the second in our nev series of advance 
publications on education statistics, I.D. TABS. This report includes 
early tabulations from the Mational Surrey of Private 8chools, 1985-86. 
The tabulations and figures sre prefaced by s description of the survey 
methodology, indicsting whst the limitstioas sre on the dsts and 
describing sampling vsristion briefly; the tables conclude with s copy of 
the questionnaire used to collect the data. This report includes no 
interpretetion or highlights of findings, nor does it provide cross 
references to other dsts. 

Interested resders will find some anomalies in these tabulations if they 
refer to other dsts sources. For example, if one compares the preliminsry 
results of this study to the saae survey conducted by the Canter in 1983, 
the number of Cstholic schools sppesrs to hsve incressed, but enrollment 
in Cstholsc schools sppesrs to hsve declined. These differences sre not 
significant; the sampling variation is too Urge to justify drawing any 
conclusion about these changes, nonetheless, they are evocstive becsuse 
one should question hov such s result could occur within the same sample. 
Further study may show thst school consolidstions sre the reason, or there 
may be some other phenomenon occurring. Wc invite review and questioning 
of the dsts snd the results so we can shsre a fuller understanding of the 
data on private schools. 



The purpose of this report i. to make preliainary data available from the 
survey; it is only an excerpt of whet will be available on the full public 
use dsts tspe. Interested users sre encouraged to begin their own 
analyses snd to plsce orders for copies of the dsts tspe. The Center will 
be publishing brief bulletins and full reports in the coming months. An 
announcement will slso be made of data tape availability.

The school questionnaire was designed to collect data for the 1985*86 school year in the 
following areas: 

o Religious orientation, 

o Enrollment by grade level, 

o Teacher salaries, 

o Number of paid and volunteer staff, 

o Tuition, 

o Types of programs offered, 

o Public funding, 

o Attendance requirements, and 

o Years of operation. 4 

In addition, a series of questions were completed by schools serving secondary students. These 
questions obtained information on 1985*86 graduation requirements and advanced placement 
programs, and 1984*85 graduates and standardized test scores. 

The teacher questionnaire was designed to collect data in the following areas: 

o Education and training, 

o Years of teaching experience, 

o Full or part time status, 

o Teaching assignment, 

o Hours spent on school-related activities, 

o Salary, 

o Opinions on education (;oals and problems, and 

o Demographics. 



Estimates and Sampling Errors 



A very few key estimates are shown in the table below, since the 
estimates were obtained from a sample of schools and teachers , they 
are subject to sampling variation. An estimate of the Magnitude of 
this is the coefficient of variation, calculated as the standard 
error of the estimate expressed as a percent of the estimate. 
Estimated coefficients of variation for a selection of the estimates 
in this report are shown in parentheses in the table below.

nonsampling Error 

Survey estimates are subject to errors of reporting and errors 
made in the collection of the data. These errors, called nonsampling 
errors, can sometimes bias the data. While general sampling theory 
can be used to determine how to estimate the sampling variability of 
an estimate, nonsampling errors are not easy to measure and usually 
require either an experiment to be conducted as part of the data 
collection procedure or use of data external to the study. Such 
studies are part of an ongoing effort to quantify problems in the 
data and to correct data collection procedures to eliminate or 
minimize biases that nay enter the estimates. Separate reports on 
sources and measures of nonsampling error will be issued.
